Mr. Lillie explained that the plan for the Lake Austin area, approximately
92 square miles, was submitted to the City Council last October. He said
the study was done by Wallace, McHarg, Roberts and Todd of Philadelphia,
was accepted by the City Council and referred to the Planning Commission
for recommendations. He continued that a subcommittee was established by
the Chairman of the Planning Commission, and several meetings have been
held with interested persons, City Attorneys and other attorneys repre-
senting land owners in the area. He said they had also met as a sub-
committee alone and with a subcommittee of the Environmental Board. He
explained that all the amendments arrived at at these meetings were sub-
mitted to the City Attorney's office to draft a recommendation which could
be considered for public hearing by the Commission and that was what was
being done at this time. He said that approvximately 300 to 400 letters _
and draft documents had been mailed to persons who had submitted their
names as interested persons, copies have also been available in the.
Engineering, Environemntal, Planning and Public Information Departments,
and two news releases have been published announcing the public hearing
that is now being conducted.
